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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's Amendment After Final filed on 10/17/08 has not been considered. Amended claim 25 includes 
limitations set forth in claims 27 and 28. However, depended claims which depend from claim 25 have never examined in view of 
combination of claims 25, 27, and 28. Therefore, amended claim 25 raises new issues that would require further consideration and search. 
Applicant's argument that claim 29 and the claims 35-37 are not claimed separately as subcombinations are not persuasive. As stated in 
the LAST Office action, each of the original claim 29 and newly submitted claims 35-37 is directed to a separate invention that has a 
separate utility such as it could be used without the specific features set in other claims. See restriction by original presentation in the last 
Office action. Therefore, claims 29 and 35-37 do not overlap in scope, since each claim has at least a specific feature that is not present in 
the remaining claims and has a separate utility such as it could be used without the features in the remaining claims. Claim 25 links claims 
29 and 35-37. That does not mean that the dependent claims 39 and 35-37 are not directed to separate inventions and they overlap in 
scope. Applicant's fails to show how claims 29 and 35-37 overlap in scope . 
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
